While no definite. figure has been. men- 
tioned in connection with these claims, it 
is known that Jewish experts estimate 


German Jewish wealth confiscated by the. 


Nazis at about -$4.000,000.000, Jewish 
possessions in Austria are believed to have 
totalled: $1,000.000,000, while the total! 
Jewish wealth in Eastern. Europe in ihe 
areas overrun by the German Army is 
estimated at nearly $11,000,000,000. 

Whether Diaspora Jewry’s claims will 
also be discussed at the first conference 
is. a matter for conyecture.. German 
circles here believe that priority will be 
given to [srael’s claims and; if ‘the out- 
come is successful. wider issues will be 
discussed later. 

It is worth noting that, although the 
negotiations have not yet begun, some 
Germans are already making excuses for 
avoiding payment. 
“Israel and the-Federal Republic.” the 
Devrscne Opposiiion, the organ of the 
neo-Nazi Socialist Reich Party. argues 
that as the “*inttle State of Israel ~ does 
not represent the whole of Jewry it can- 
not make claims on their behalf: It also 
contends that; as the Federal Republic 
does not represent the whole of Germany 
if cannot be held responsible: tor damage 
caused bv. the forces of the greater 
German Reich. This argument ts finding 
support. in: political circles: here. 

But: whatever ithe outcome. of the talks 
there is litth doubt that.Bonn1s becom- 
ing negouation conscious.

Bonuses. were given for specialised know- 
ledge and seniority. .and. there was 
additional pay if the worker knew a 
foreign language. There were no family 
allowances 

Trafic in the streets was heavy. All 
cars were made locally. The. theatrés.

dard And Odessa was cleaner than many 
other port towns. the sailors thoughi. 
Neor signs were numerous.

Gray. the President. declared that the 
Association’s Council shared the views 
which were expressed by Mr. Israel 
Cohen, at the recent meeting of the 
Board of Deputies, in the staiement of 
the American Jewish Committee. and in 
the declaration of the Policy Committee 
of the New York Conference on Repara- 
tions. He quoted extensively from al] 
these three statements, which emphasised 
that no financial settlement could redress 
or atone for the crimes perpetrated and 
that the attempt to obtain at least a 
partial redress was not ‘to be regarded 
as an offer of reconciliation. The state- 
ment by the. Policy Committee, which 
had the backing of the A.J.A. repre- 
sentative, made it clear that while. they 
fully supported- the Israeli and = other 
Jewish material claims for restitution and 
indemnification there was no question of 
forgiveness. for: ‘the crimes. which had 
been committed. 

Mr. H. A. Goodman, J.P..-made an 
appeal against. direct negotiations with 
the Germans. He declared that Dr. 
Adenauer's first statement (of September 
last year) that the ‘Federal German 
Government was prepared to make moral 
and material amends for the unspeakable 
crimes. commiited in the name of ihe 
German . people.”” was made with the 
cognisance Of the Israeli Government and 
the Jewish Agency. It was no coinci- 
dence. the speaker. went on, that when 
the. Federal German Chancellor . vsited 
London early in December, Dr. Gold- 
mann, the Chairman of the American 
Section of the Jewish Agency: arrived 
here, too, and appeared to have met him, 


Dr. Adenauer’s Letter 


Mr. Goodman then quoted from what.. 
he said, was an unpublished I¢tter, which 
Dr. Adenauer had sent to Dr, Goldmann 
on December 6,°1951. In this letter, he 
said, Dr... Adenauer. ‘spoke of. “ repair- 
ing the injustice to the Jewish people.” 
In the same letter, Mr. Goodman. con- 
tinued, Dr. Adenauer also spoke about 
“contribuung to the upbuilding.“of the 
State of Israel through the delivery of 
goods.” No. self-respecting Jew, proud 
of his own part in the building up of the 
Jewish State, would accept such German 
money for that -purpose. All. talks, he 
said, should be conducted: through the 
intermediary international organisa- 
tions. 
Lieut.-Col. C. Waley: Cohen: spoke. in 
favour of direct negotiations. The: efforts 
of both Jews and Germans, he | said, 
should be concentrated on healing. .the 
wound, and the Germans would under- 
stand that this must -take some time 
In the absence of ‘the Chairman, Mr 
Hyman Stone, the report of the General 
Purposes. Commiuttée, . which. contained 
the section on relations with the Board 
of Deputies, was presented by the Presi- 
dent. He said:that the correspondence 
between himself and Dr. Cohen summed 
up the’ present position quite adequaicly. 
There was an ever-growing measure of 
co-operation. which could be best served 


and fostered by dealing with problems as’ 


they arose. On January 22, he said, he 
wrote in reply. to Dr. Cohen.

BOARD OF GUARDIANS’ 
LACK OF SUPPORT 

By a Jewish CHRONICLE Reporter 

Mr. Justice Karminski, President of 
the Jewish Board of Guardians, deplored 
the community's inadequate support ol 
the Board, when he spoke ai a meeting 
at the Liberal Synagogue, St. Jonns 
Wood Road, London, under the auspices 
of the synagogue’s Women’s Sociely, on 
Tuesday, Rabbi. Leslie Edgar, Senior 
Minister of the. synagogue, presided. 

Some people believed, said Mr. Justice 
Karminski, that the Board was a very 
rich organisation. Such a belief ‘was 
nonsense. The Board was not receiving 
the support from the community which 
it Ought to. ‘It was estimated that there 
were 300,000 professing Jews in London 
and the Home Counties, of whom only 
4,000. were subscribers.to the Board. 

The Board, Mr. Justice Karminski 
pointed out, was busier than ever, even 
though there was a Welfare State. 

During the discussion which followed, 
the question of changing the Board's 


fame was brought up. Mr, Justice Kar- 


minski recalled that such a proposal was 
made by Mr. Basil L. Q. Henriques, 
and. was defeated at the time by the 
casting vote of the then President, Lord 
Justice Cohen. He (Mr. Justice Kar- 
minski). syspected that the suggestion 
would be brought forward again. There 
was, he said, a very powerful repre- 
seniation at the Board which very 
strongly took the view that the Board's 
name ought to be changed. 


ORTHODOX UNION AND 


SHECHITA 
[{COMMUNICATED] 


At a recent. meeting of the Executive of 
the Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congre- 
gations, over which Rabbi E. Halpern 
presided, a discussion: took place. on 
negotiations which had been going on 
concerning the entry of the Union as a 
parent body into the London Board of 
Shechtta. 

It ‘was stated that if this effort at 
increased unity had. not succeeded, it was 
not the fault of the Union, which had 
given ample proof of its spirit of con- 
ciliation, They had been waiting for the 
outcome for over a year. Meanwhule one- 
sided and unfortunate publicity had been 
given to these negotiations. In the 
interest of comunal unity the Union had 
refrained from correcting these reports. 

The unhelpful attitude adopted by some 
of the parent bodies had convinced the 
Union that there existed no real desire 
for this further unity in Shechita matters. 

In the discussion it was pointed out 
that the Union, while insisting that the 
general religious responsibikty should 
remain vested in the London Beth Dn, 
equally insisted on retaining that super- 
vision of its special section of the Lon- 
don Shechita which forms the basis of an 
amicable modus. vivendi in Shechita 
matters. | 

It was decided to regard the present 
negotiations as having come to an end, 
although there was every desire lo main- 
tain the existing special arrangements. 


POALE AGUDA’S

Jewish Agency Criticism 


The launching by the Poale Agudat 
Israel of a separate fund-raising venture 
on the eve of the yearly J.P.A.° cam- 
paign was described as a serious breach 
Of national discipline in. a statement 
issued by the Jewish Agency in London 
On Tuesday.

Israel has never madé out a Serious case 
why the organisation 1s. entitled to a part 
of the income’-of the. British J.P.A 
While. fully sympathising with the con-: 
structive. work of the Poale Agudat 
Israel. we consider the timing of theu 
appeal-on the eve of the arrival of Mr. 
Sharett in this country—as most: unfor- 
tunate.. We-call upon the P.A.I. not to 
undermine: the national appeal to be. 
opened by a. distinguished member . ot 
the Israeli Government on which the 
Poale. Agudat Israel are... themselves 
represented,

~ The Second Stage of Freedom 


“Let My people go, that they may 
serve Me” (Exod: 1). | 


HE text conjoins, almost. tele- 
scopes, two distinct stages of 
emancipation that recur repeat- 
ediv in Jewish history. 
™“ Let My. people go” was the heart- 
cry, not only of our ancestors in 
Egypt but of martyred Israel through 
the ages. It is an agonised appeal, 
instinct -with despairing helplessness, 
for the cessation of persecution. As 
such, only the prelude to Itbera- 
tion: it is the first, negative stage of 
freedom. | 
The second phase, which unhappily 
is. NOt: always attained, is far more 
important. Freedom is no longer seen 
merely as the termination. of bon- 


dage.- as just the rending of slavery 's 


chains. Liberty becomes transmuted 
into the positive, dynamic ideal of ser- 
vice of God.

No Government Action on 


Haifa Refineries 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


Mr. ANTHONY Epen, the Foreign Secre- 


tary, was questioned in the House of 
Commons on Wednesday about the pas- 


sage of tankers bound for the Haifa- 


refineries through the Suez Canal. 

He said that the matter had been dis- 
cussed with the oil companies concerned. 
They, of course, looked forward to the 
day when they would be able to operate 
Jaifa at full capacity again, but they did 
not feel that in presem circumstances the 
situation would be assisted by Govern- 
ment action. | 

‘“T agree with this view.” said Mr. 


‘Eden, “and do not therefore propose to 
_ take any action at the moment. — 


He did not agree with Mr. FLETCHER- 

Cooxe (Con., Darwen) that the terminal 
ports of this international waterway were 
under the control of the Bnotish Service 
authorities. He sai@ that the British Ser- 
‘vice authorities were not exercising full 
control at Port Said or Suez. 
_ Mr. Fletcher-Cooke asked if the 
Foreign Secretary agreed that the action 
of the Egyptian authonties in denying 
passage to these tankers was “a breach 
of international law.” 

Mr. Eden replied: ‘ I think. my. views 
on that subject are very much‘on record.” 


Loss of Revenue to Britain 


Mr. BaRNETT JANNER. (Lab.; N.W. 
Leicester). asked: Mr. Eden to consider 
expediting the matter, particularly in view 
Of the fact that in order to have effective 
defence im that area it- was necessary {to 
have as much crude oil as possible retined 
‘ai Harfa and also’ because of the loss. of 
revenue to Britain. 

Mr. Eden told him that the matter was 


very complex, with many ramifications. ' 


He had to take account of the views 
of the oil companies concerned, among 
other considerations. 

Mr. E. (Lab., Easington), a 
former Minister ‘of Defence... asked if 
members were to understand that there 
‘was going 10 be any hold up of the Haifa 
refineries because of an embargo by. the 
Egyptian Government on the passage of 
tankers through the Canal’... 

Mr. Eden said that he understood that 
the position at the moment was that the 
Canal was still in. the: hands. of. the 
Egyptian authorities. 

Replying further to Mr, Shinwell, Mr. 
Eden declared: “‘We have always said 
that we do not recognise the embargo, as 
you know from the days when you were 
a member of the Government.”

bour) had been, and would remain, 
the backbone of Isracl’s health services, 
said Dr. A. Peri, Director of the Fund 
and Vice-Mayor of Tel Aviv, at a press 
conference, held at 77, Great Russell 
Street, W.C., last week. 

Since the establishment of the State, 
said Dr. Peri, the membership of the 
Fund (which was voluntary) had more 
than doubled. Its six hospitals, 750 dis- 
pensaries, and convalescent homes served 
over 850,000 people. It employed 6,000 
persons, of whom 1,100 were doctors and 
1,400 nurses. It cared for the needs of 
80 per cent of people in the ma’abarot. 

The Fund’s annual budget, he con- 
tinued, was I[£12,000,000, and was 
covered by direct or indirect payments 
by the members, by a Government grant 
amounting to 10 per cent, and by contri- 
butions from the employers. 

Dr. Peri appealed to young doctors 
and nurses to go to Israel, at least for 
18 months, to take up medical work in 
the villages, settlements, camps, or in the 
pioneering. areas. 


ISRAELI ART

TRENDS IN HEBREW 
LITERATURE

By modern Israeli literature, said the 
speaker, he meant the literature written 
during the Jast 50 years or so in Israel 
in Hebrew, which had dealt mainly with 
Israel or with’ any other. subject matter 
from the Tsraeli point of view. 

_ From the beginning of modern Hebrew 
literature, he went on, two main. trends 
were discernible :. nationalism and cosmo:

more they. were the 
better, according to the demand. That 


was why: Israech literature to-day suffered 
from excessive realism just as Haskalah- 
literature had_suffered from the excessive 
demand for European education. 

What was needed in Israel was not just 
the establishment of a new nationalistic 
movement, but of a new combination of 
nauonalism and universalism. |

MR. SHARETT’S VISIT TO BRITAIN 
Desire to Meet Jewish Community | 


From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 
The primary purpose of Mr. Moshe 


_Sharett’s forthcoming visit to Bnitain— 


he is due to arrive in London on Wed- 
nesday or Thursday— is to meet the rank 
and file of Anglo-Jewry, the Israeli 
Foreign Minister told me this week in an 
exclusive interview for THe JEWISH 
CHRONICLE. 

He was, said Mr. Sharett, very glad to 
be returning to England after five years’ 
absence—he was there last in January, 
1947, in connection with the abortive 
London Conference on Palestine. 

Relations with Britain, which then 
deteriorated considerably, later improved 
and were now fairly satisfactory, he said. 
‘T have met Mr. Eden in Paris—the first 
opportunity which Israchi Foreign 
Minister had to establish contact with a 
British Foreign Secretary—and I hope to 
have occasion to see him again and to 
continue the exchange of views which we 
initiated in Paris,” Mr. Sharett added. 


Increased Understanding 


The pattern of Israel's external relations, 
continued Mr, Sharett, was unique 
because of the Jewish. State's intimate 
with Jewish communities 
everywhere, With the open world—the 
world, of free democracies—this connec- 
tion was a living reality. 3 

He was, the Foreign Minister went on, 
a fairly frequent visitor to the- United 
States and he had also visited South 
Africa. He had had close contact with 
French Jewry during his stay in Paris. 
Now, for the first time as Israeli Foreign 
Minister, he would have the privilege of 
meeting the rank and file of Anglo-Jewry. 
The specific purpose of his visit was the 
opening of the J.P.A. campaign, but he 
was eager to sec-what place, if any. Israel 


enjoyed in the life. thoughts, and activities ° 


of Anglo-Jewry. 

The relationship between Anglo-Jewry 
Isracl, he continued, had_ been 
relieved of the tragic tensions which had 
beset it in the not so remote past when 
they had. clashed over the question of 
British policy. That conflict had been 
happily resolved, and the intimate rela- 
tionship between Israel and British Jewry 
could prosper against a background of 
increasing understanding between the .wo 
countries and the Governments con- 
cerned, 

I asked Mr. Sharett how it was that, 
only four. years after the British had left 
Palestine in such sorry: circumstances, an 
Israeli:  Fore.gn Minister could vist 


Britain with good relations re-estab. 
lished. 

He replied: ** For many decades there 
has been an historic orientation which 
viewed the fulfilment of Jewish aspira- 
tions in Palestine as something eminently 
worth while and worth = supporting, 
That orientation has been submerged 
for a time through certain difficulues. 
It has now re-emerged, but 
through any new wave of enlighienment 
that has broken over the minds of the 
political leaders in Britain. It was helped 
by. the virtual transformation which, ip 
the meantime, had taken place, and which 
drove home to many people the inherent 
historic justification of that age-old 
dream, which in the past had found such 
a responsive echo in the hearts of many 
British statesmen and political thinkers.” 

Mr. Sharett issued a warning, however, 
that the Arab world was stil! completely 
at variance with Israel. Britain, he said. 
was still quite justifiably groping to 
accommodate Arab political aspirations. 
That situation created a danger to vital 
Israeh interests. It was to be hoped: he 
said, that interested parties now realised 
that no durable or just peace could be 
achieved at the expense of the Jewish 
State. 

In reply. to another question, Mr, 
Sharett said Britain could help to achieve 
peace between Israel and the Arabs by 
making it abundantly clear to the Arab 
States that Israel had come to stay. 


Israel and the Diaspora 


Referring to relations between Diaspora 


- Jewry and Israel, Mr. Sharett said. the 


first problem was to find out to what 
extent the realisation that the building up 
of Israel was a universal Jewish responsi- 
bility had penetrated into the minds of all 
Jews. The prospects of Israel's growth 
were a challenge and ah opportunity for 
the entire Jewish people to give expres- 
sion to their creative genius. It was also 
a remedy for the evils of persecution and 
humiliation, and for those Jews who were 
threatened by them. 

Primarily, it was a challenge to those 
Jewish. communities which. weré. free, 
prosperous, and secure. Furthermore, 
there was the question of the insperavion 
which Jewish hfe in the Dnaspora could 


draw from the growth and development , 


of Israel’s culture. 


The final. details of Israel’s reparations 


claims, he concluded, would be worked 
out when. there Was a meeting with Ger- 
man representatives. Such a meeting had 
not yet been arranged.

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ISRAELI APPEALS 


THE co-ordination of charitable appeals 1s 
a subject which crops up for discussion at 
fairly regular intervals, but which has not 
been investigated, at any rate recently, by 
the bodies which might feel called upon to 
exercise a fittie foresight on behalf of the 
public. It arises once more through the 
press conference (reported in our columns 
las’ week) which was given by the London 
Representative of the Jewish Agency (Dr. 
S. LEVENBERG) on the multiplicity of Lsraeh 
appeals. In general terms the problem is 
how. to strike a balance between the right 
of men freely to organise for the purpose 
of making and seeking gifts to whatever 
cause they please. and the harm which must 
accrue, not least to the charitable causes 
themselves, from a multiplicity of overlap- 
ping or unnecessary appeals. It is not to 
be assumed that a monolithic appeal in any 
one field necessarily yields the best results— 
for one thing, size often precludes personal 
interest. In the discussions that take place, 
the point of view of the donor is rarely 
heard. In the United States the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds, 
representing bodies’ specifically devoted to 


fund-raising in the individual Jewish com-’ 


munities, can exert some influence on. the 
fund-spending bodies that rely on their 
support. No comparable system exists in 
this country, and the Board of Deputies, 
which could here represent the public 
interest, has not developed its concern for 


“charitable appeals beyond the most rudimen- 


tary question of securing audited accounts. 
Co-ordination is ‘obviously a 
subject-to approach. 


delicate 
Moral authority is the 
only force available, and attempts at 
co-ordination do° more -harm than good 
unless they are made by bodies which are 
demonstrably independent of sectional 
interests.

That possibility will not be rendered 
less likely if it appears that the J.P.A., 
directly or through the medium of a special 
committee, is prepared to elbow out those 
who are not within its fold. All parties, 
and the J.P.A., will be served most faith- 
fully by a co-ordinating committee that is 
broad in its representation and authoritative 
in its personnel. 


EGYPT OR ISRAEL? 


THE disastrous flow of events in Egypt which 


have shocked the world became almost 
inevitable once the corrupt and inefficient 
régime of NAHAS PASHA succumbed to. the 


dictates of “rule from below.” Sooner or 


later the deteriorating situation was bound 
to reach a point where an explosion could 
not be avoided and force would become the 
arbiter. In the Canal Zone and in Cairo there 
has already been much bloodshed. Now 


NAHAS. PasHa’S Government has been dis- 


missed to make way for Att MAHER PASHA. 


whose. anti-British record is well known. 


Although he has stated that he is ready to 
discuss a Middle East Command with the 
Four Powers and to negotiate with Britain, 
it must not be overlooked that he has 
not retreated from the declaration he 
made on taking office that he would pursue 
the same policy as. NAHAS: the uncondi- 
tional evacuation of. the British from. the

Sudan. This, indeed, is what Egyptian 
nationalism has been taught and encouraged 
by the Wafd Party to demand, and if the 
new Prime Minister cannot satisfy his fol- 
lowers, he, too, may very well disappear. 

In all this chaotic situation there is ample 
scope for such fishers in muddy waters as 
Communist intriguers, and it would be sur- 
prising if they did not avail themselves of the 
opportunity. Mr. VysHINSKy, the Soviet 
Foreign Minister, is reported to have said 
last week that “ the Soviet Union will try to 
assist economically and politically all Middle 
East peoples thirsting for liberty and indepen- 
dence to free themselves of Western 
economic. domination.” The. situation. in 
Egypt to-day is a repetition, in different guise, 
of the recent calamity in Persia. In Tunis. 
too, the French are faced with-a similar out- 
burst of virulent and extreme nationalism. 
The disease fs infectious and -is bound: to 


_ affect other neighbouring countries. 


The manifestations of this particular brand 
of xenophobic nationalism have this in 
common: they spread like a rash among the 
Moslems of the Middle East and. North 
Africa, in those very countries which are 
of vital-concern in building up the Western 
system. of defence against possible Soviet 
aggression. In the light of this analysis, 


the theory that Egypt’ could in: the near 


luiture become the stable and dependable 
centre of the projected Middle East Defence 
Command can. hardly be substantiated. 
“Similarly, the suggestion which is. now 
being actively canvassed in certain high 
quarters, that the only sure basis for a system

The Plymouth community's beautiful syna-

its Original purpose. -One of the oldest com- 
munities in the provinces is Birmingham's, 
which dates from 1730, if not earlier. 
Situated in the very heart of England, 
Birmingham would seem to be far from 
being a port. Yet, if one consults the Jewish 
Year Book for 1952—which, in its resolve 
to be up to date, never overlooks the annals 
of the past—this entry will be found: 

Barmingham manufactures early attracted Jewish 
settlers. In the Anglo-Jewish economy Birmingham 
occupied the position of a port, a centre from. which 
Jewish pedlars covered the surrounding country 
week by week, returning to their homes for. the 
Sabbath.” 

BERNADOTTE FOREST 

Count FoLKE BERNADOTTE, who .was. so 
shamefully murdered in Jerusalem on. Sep- 
tember. 28, 1948, died as a martyr in the 
cause of peace and humanity. The planting 
of a forest in his name on the stony Judean 
hills is a splendid and appropriate tribute 
to the honoured memory of a true hero. 
Representatives of Israel. of Sweden (a 
country whose magnanimity is truly great), 
and of the United Nations. attended the 
impressive ceremony. that marked | the 
inauguration of the forest on Monday last. 
The dedication scroll was signed by the 
Israeli Foreign Minister, Mr. MOSHE 
SHARETT, and other leaders of the State of 
israel. It paid homage to a “ great son of 
the Swedish nation who. during «a dark 
period in the’ world’s history, dedicated him- 
self to the cause of humanitarian effort. 
served as head of the Swedish Red Cross. 


helped to save many Jews from extermina- 


tion at the hands of the Nazis, and, during 
the last year of his life, strove valiantly to 


, restore peace to the Holy Land—and met his 


death in the path of duty.” This finely 
expresses Jewry's feelings of admiration and 
gratitude. The participation in the ceremony 
of the Swedish Chargé d’Affaires and of the 
Swedish Chief Rabbi recalls also the wonder- 
ful succour: that, was given by the whole 
‘Swedish people, under the leadership of the 
late King Gustav V, Count BERNADOTTE’s 
uncle, to the Jewish people in the time of 
their greatest agony. Of particular signifi- 
cance, too, was the moving message received 
from Dr. RAPHE BUNCHE,° who 
deservedly received the Nobel Peace Prize 
for his splendid work in Palestine as assis- 
tant “and successor to Count BERNADOTTE. 
The continuing interest of the United 
Nations. in the work of mediation and 
reconciliation between Jews and Arabs was 
naturally and rightly stressed. On behalf of 
the Israeli Government, Mr. SHARETT 
promised that no effort would be spared 
to bring about a settled peace. This declara- 
tion will be warmly endorsed by all Jews.

BOOK OF CHRONICLEs 


Chronicles. Hebrew Text and English Trang.

With the appearance of this volume the 
Soncino Books of the Bible, begun seven 
years ago, is browght to completion. pr. A 
Cohen, the general editor, and his co-worker 
may justly feel gratified that they have between 
them produced for the first time a commentary 
in English on the whole of the Hebrew Scrip- 
tures, written by Jews. That the commentaries 
in this series will be found useful by Christians 
as well as Jews, for whom they are primarily 
written, has already been indicated by the 
present writer in his review in this paper of the 
volume on Joshua and Judges. : 

Dr. Slotki's introduction to the present volume 
though brief, contains much. that*will help: the 
reader to a fuller. understanding of the. Books of 
Chronicles. For. example, he points oui’ that 
Chronicles iii, 19ff. makes impossible a date 
earlier than 350 B.c.£. for the composition of the 
work; he describes the author as “undoubtedly 
student of history, a statisucian and, above all, a 
pious man steeped in religious belief and practice”: 
while he regards the work as homileiical or didactic 
in character, he recognises that it containg valuable 


historical material; and he lays stress on the many 


linguistic peculiarities.and difficulties presenied by 
the Hebrew text. With all this most Biblical 
scholars to-day would concur. 


Recent Research 


The commentary, Dr. Slotki reminds us. is 


intended mainly for the layman. The scholar must . 


therefore not be too demanding, Yet he will feel 
prompted ito make a few criticisms. In the first 
place, the meanings which Dr. Slotki gives to 
Hebrew words are not always those which seem 
most probable in the: light. of recent research. 
For example. mazkir. probably does not mean 
recorder (p. 106), -but a-court official who 
“announced the name of a visilor when he. was 
ushered into the roval presence: and again. it is 
now generally agreed that Hamman means ~ 
altar,” not sun-image (p. 223). 
Slotki's exegesis is Sometimes, Open to question. 
For example, in | Chronicles xi, 2. the phrase 
out and bring in” surely refers rather to leadership 
of the armies than to the prominent part taken by 


‘David in national affairs (p. 62). ° Further, reference 


to recent archeological discovery might somet mes 
have been expected where there is no mention ‘of 
it—for example. the discovery of stables of the 
Solomonic period at Megiddo and Hazor nyght have 
been mentioned in. connection with Solomons 
chariot cities (p. 162). And lastly, the list. of 


authorities quoted or consulted bears a somewhat 


antiquated look, E..L. Curtis's Commentary in the 
International Critical Commentary series (1910) and 
A: C,. Welch’s The -Work of the Chronicle: 
(Schweich Lectures, 1938) are notable absenices 
from it. 
‘Though, then, scholars may find things in this 
volume to criticise, the non-specialist. whom Dr. 
Slotki has chiefly in mind, cannot but be. graictul 
for his guidance in the elucidation of a text * which 
is. both linguistically and. historically, one of the 


most difficult in the entire. field of Biblical litera-_ 


ture” (p. xiv). His volume provides a. worthy 
finale to a significant undertaking.

God’s First Children. By Estner

Is there any need to reiell the Bible 
stories in any other words than the 
language of the Bible? This is a 
question one feels impelled¥o ask imme- 
diately on opening this book. It is beaut- 
fully produced, and still more beautifully 
illustrated. The Swedish artists, Kaj and 
Per Beckman, are indeed to be congratu- 
lated on the way in which they have 
created an entirely new Bible world. 
unlike any other, cool and gay. ‘* The 
pictures,” to quote the jacket. “have 
a haunting fantasy of their own, a 
reverent originality.” And the colours 
are striking and refreshing. , There are 
no less than 80 illustrations in this book 
of 126 pages, more than half of them in 
colour. 

The authoress was a teacher in Sweden 


for many years; and it is possible that in 


Swedish the book has a_ vividness of 
expression which does not quile come 
over in the English. Moreover, and this 
is the crux of the matter, the. English 
version of the Scriptures is so beautiful 
in itself that one wonders whether any 
paraphrase can ever improve upon it, 
even for children. There is a. simplicity 
and directness atout the Biblical sivle 
that. is only spoilt by alteration. 


For Young Readers... 


The titles of the stories. “The Wonder- | 


ful Garden.” * The Girl Who Was Kind,” 
and so on, stir the interest of young 
children. and none of them is (oo long. 


Since this is, only a selection, and not 


intended as a Bible storybook, there is 
no point in commenting on the stories 
which have been left out. But a hitle 


more care might have been taken to make 


those which are given correct in every 
detail. In a second edition (and such a 
beautiful book will: surely command. a 
second edition) 1% is to be hoped. that 
Judah's tame. will be substituted for 
Reuben’s as the surety for Benjamin, the 
name Samuel will--not be. translated 
Given by God” but “God heard.” and 


Jesse will be. given. eight instead. of 11 


sons, The authoress has drawn upon her 
imagination quile often to drive home a 
storv to her young readers, yet one. feels 
that the. short. Biblical Statement’ about 
David's fight with a hon and a bear ts 
more vivid and direct. 
Too ‘often a book on the. Bible is 
spoilt for Jewish readers by a Christian 
tendency. There are one or two such 
references in this book, but they are not 
too obvious, and the book can. safely be 


put in the hands of a Jewish child. 
Fqually naturally. however, the book 


lacks the rabbinic interpretations which 
add to the beauty of the Bible from the 
Jewish’ point of view.

Noble Martyrs 


This fecord of wisdom and _ gal- 
lantry. has. continued unbroken: from 
the post-Talmudic: period mght down 
to our own davs.. Women provided 
many of the noblest martyrs during 
the Crusades and the Spanish Inquisi- 
tion, as. they. provided writers of 
distinction like Edel Mendels, reputed 
to be the author of Josippon (Cracow, 
seventeenth century), and the more 
famous Gliickel von Hamein, whose 
Memoirs” give ceaseless interest 
and delight. | 

In the light of this historical survey, 
the question that naturally rises to our 
lips is: “ Wby does woman. occupy 


an inferior place in the life of. the — 


community,.and why 1s she exempt 


“calm 


from certain duties and responsibili- 


ties the fulfilment of which often 
brings prestige and satisfaction to 
men?” This question is based on a 


false understanding of the philosophy 
of Judaism. 

Woman is exempted from such 
“commandments conditioned by 
time.” to which passing reference has 
already been made, not because of 
her inferiority intellectually but on 
account of -her physical weakness. 
Were the woman compelled to obey 
all the injunctions of our faith, she 
would have fretted to distraction 
when the incidence of motherhood 
and other natura! physiological 
cvcles rendered such fulfilment well- 
nigh impossible. Such exemption, 
therefore. is. jn the nature of a dis- 
pensation rather than a declaration 
of. unworthiness. 

Preserving Domestic Quietude 

Moreover, it was feared. that the 
and peaceful tempo of the 
Jewish home might be 
unnecessarily ruffled by the  pre- 
occupation of the wife and mother 
with her daily devotions, the 
exclusion of “ the ways of her house- 
hold.” the guardianship. of which 
should at -all times be her prime 
concern. 


It would seem from. the Talmud 
that when such fears were not present 


women were not dagarred from shar- 


ing mens duties. To quote one 
passage (Erubin 96b): “the. rabbis 


when. they learnt. that Michal, the 
daughter of Kushi, wore Tefillin, or 
when the wife of Jonah joined the 
annual pilgrimage Jerusalem, 
though the Torah is quite emphatic 
that males only “PVST) were enjoined 
to.do so. Similarly, there is nothing 
in. the Halacha to preclude a woman 


from being “called up-to ‘the 
Torah. the fact that she is not the 
recipient of Alivot is due only to 
respect -for. her. sex. and to. the 


acknowledged weakness of man when 
in the presence of an attractive woman 
TWAS SiwH) 

An unbiased. examination of: the 
restrictions which our Halacha 


imposes on women will reveal that 
these are all due to the chivalrous 
consideration of the rabbis, not to 
prejudice or fanaticism. Thus. a 
woman is debarred from acting a« a 
witness in the jaw courts because i 
was considered——and rightly so -that 
the atmosphere of such places and the 
sordid tales they reveal are not 
beneficial, mentally or physically. to 


a. woman, whose instincts are finer 
and her emotions more tense than 
those of her male partner. Only in 


the case of an Agunah secking to 
establish the death of her former 
husband, so that she may be free to 
marry again, this embargo 

Similarly, the only reason why a 
woman should not act as Shochet is 
found in the fear that she might faint 
at the sight of blood: if, however. 
witnesses attest that the ritual slaugh- 
ter was traditionally carried out. then 
one may eat of the Shechiia she has 
performed. 
~ [n- fact, the main objection to a 
woman's holding communa! office is 
based on a homiletical rendering of 
Deut. xvii, 15, that thou shalt set “a 
king over thee ow).

mentary Commitiee of the Board of 
Deputies. He had, he said, proposed a 
similar motion at the Board of Deputies 
in 1928, but it had been defeated. He 
had then said that “ kasher "’ should be 
a proprietary word for the Jewish com- 
munity, just as it was in some. States of 
America... The question of who would 
be responsible for deciding what was 
kasher and what was not had been raised 
at that time. But times had changed. 
To-day there was a recognised Rabbinical 
Commision, and the difficulties. which 
had arisen in 1928. wouid © not. arise 
to-day. They had to try to get the 
Board to agree unanimously on recog- 
nition of the word “ kasher,” ander the 
supervision of the Rabbinical Commis- 
sion. London was in favour of the pro- 
posal, said Mr. Gaventa, who added that 
he wanted the support of the provincial 
councils 10 strengthen his. case. He 
hoped to get the step passed as a Private 
Member's Bill. The Reform Jews, said 
the speaker, would support him. A 
Dayan I. J. Weiss, Senior Dayan of 
the Manchester Beth Din (who spoke in 
Yiddish), said he considered the trade 
mark .“‘kasher.”” was. very. important. 
Dayan I. Golditch said that the time was 
propitious for making “ Kasher ” legal. 
In a. discussion on. the-. raising of 
shechita fees, Mr. Gaventa satd that they 
were now drawing up a case in order 
to show the Ministry of Food that -all 
Shechita. Boards -were working under 
deficits.

{ lived with both of. them in the 
same hotel-room in Kuvbishev tll the 
fatal night on December 3, 1941. 

In this memorandum. they talk not 
about. “real liberation.”’ but. state that 
“real emancipation of the Jewish masses 
is possible only where the whole life of 
the country is based on principles of 
social justice.” 3 

The official news of their execution was 
announced not “Nwo years: later,” after 
December, 1941, but on February 23, 
1943, | 

i do not know who informed vour 
correspondent that they were hangéd. In 
Litvinev’s letter the Soviet Government 
states that both men were “ sentenced to 
capital punishment and that 
tence has been carried out in regard to 
both of them.” This means that they 
were shot by the N.K.V.D. 

i do not want to query the assumption 
of your- correspondent about the reason 
of this murder. But. one of the. reasons 
for it. was no doubt the fact that Frich 
and Alter were democratic Socialists who 
announced their loyalty. to the Jewish 
Labour movement in. Poland,’ and to 
nobody else. This. is. undoubtedly. a 
criminal offence in the eyes of the Sova 
dictator.

Assimilation in Iceland 
To the Editor of fae Jewrsu CHronicie

Chips. Peel apd core a cooking apple 
and cut into’ piéces as for chipped 
tatoes and fry in deep fat till lightly 
rowned. Keep hot and fry the sausages. 
Heat a portion of baked beans, place 
the sausages on top, and surround with 
apple chips. 
Stuffed Apples. Pecl a large cooking 
apple, remove the core carefully, takin 
away sufficient to leave a good-size 
cavity.

Israel-on Tuesday complained to the 
United Nations Security Council that the 
Syrian delegation had violaied the 
Charter and the Armistice Agreement by 
threatening the use of force against the 
Jewish State. 

In a letter to the President of the 
Security Council, Mr. Aubrey Eban, the 
Israeli delegate, said that the Syrians 
aimed at “ extingiishing the identity and 
political independence of another State. 
He referred to the statement made in the 
Ad Hoc Political Commitiee a week ago 
by Dr. Shukairy (Syria), who issued a 
warning of “a storm which would tear 
the structure of. Israel down to the 
foundation.’ Such threats, said Mr. 
Eban. were contrary to Article 2 of the 


Charter and Article 3 of the Armistice 


Agreement. | 

He “also. dismissed as distorted. and 
inaccurate charges made by the Jordan 
Premier ina letier addressed to: the 
U.N. Secretary-General last week allc ging 
Israeli violations of the Armistice Agree- 
ment, Israel, said Mr.. Eban. would 
resist unauthorised military or civilian 
traffic across the armistice lines.
